WITH ISSUES CONCERNING ISRAEL 

1 . MEIR JOPPE, ISRAELI PERMANENT REPRESENTATIVE TO 
UNESCO, CALLED ON AMBASSADOR MAY 24 TO DISCUSS TACTICS 
POR HANDLING THE TWO ITEMS CONCERNING ISRAEL THAT 
REMAIN ON THE EXBD AGENDA: ITEM 5.1.5, THE 

REPORT OP THE DIRECTOR-GENERAL'S MISSION TO THE 
OCCUPIED TERRITORIES, COMING UP MAY 30; AND ITEM 7.L.6, 

COOPERATION WITH THE COMMITTEE ON THE EXERCISE OF THE 
INALIENABLE RIGHTS OP THE PALESTINIAN PEOPLE, COMING UP 
JUNE 6 OR 8 POR PLENARY ACTION. 

2. RE 5.1.5, JOPPE POINTS OUT THERE STILL IS NO PINAL 
REPORT. THERE IS A DRAPT REPORT THAT ALL MISSION 
MEMBERS EXCEPT THE SWISS AGREE WITH AND ARE PREPARED TO 
SIGN, BUT THE SWISS IS HOLDING OUT BECAUSE HE CONSIDERS 
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THE DRAPT TOO PRO-ISRAELI. JOPPE EXPECTS THAT THE 
DIRECTOR GENERAL, HAVING NO WRITTEN REPORT TO PRESENT, 

WILL MAKE ORAL COMMENTS, BUT HE FEELS THAT THESE ORAL 
COMMENTS WILL OPEN THE WAY TO DEBATE. FURTHERMORE, HE 
PEARS THERE MIGHT BE AN ATTEMPT TO GET A RESOLUTION THAT 
WOULD BE CRITICAL OP ISRAEL. IN HIS OPINION, THE ONLY 
ACCEPTABLE RESOLUTION ON THIS ITEM, SINCE THERE IS NO 
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REPORT ON WHICH TO BASE A SUBSTANTIVE RESOLUTION, 

WOULD BE ONE OE A PROCEDURAL NATURE ASKING THE DG TO 
PRESENT THE EINAL REPORT TO THE 20TH GENERAL CONEERENCE. 

3. ON 7.1.6, J.EEE URGED THAT USDEL OPEN THE MATTER 
EOR EURTHER ACTION BY MAKING A STATEMENT ON THE RESO- 
LUTION, WHICH WAS ADOPTED IN COMMISSION ON MAY II, AND 
THEN ASK EOR A ROLL CALL VOTE. THE OBJECT OE A ROLL 
CALL IS TO REDUCE THE NUMBER OE SUPPORTING VOTES BELOW 
THE 25 THAT WERE CAST IN COMMISSION. JOEEE FEELS THAT 
A ROLL CALL WILL EORCE CERTAIN MEMBERS (E.G., 

PINTASILGO OF PORTUGAL) TO VOTE THEIR INSTRUCTIONS 
INSTEAD OE THEIR PERSONAL PREEERENCES. IT IS POSSIBLE 
TO BOLT ONE'S INSTRUCTIONS IN A SHOW OE HANDS VOTE, 

BECAUSE THE COUNT IS RARELY COMPLETELY ACCURATE AND IT 
IS ALWAYS POSSIBLE TO DENY ACCUSATIONS OE HAVING VOTED 
THE WRONG WAY. NOT SO IN A ROLL CALL. JOEFEALSO 
PROPOSED THAT WORD BE CIRCULATED IN ADVANCE THAT A ROLL 
CALL WOULD BE TAKEN ON THIS ITEM. THAT WOULD GIVE THOSE 
MEMBERS WHO SAT ON THEIR HANDS DURING THE COMMISSION 
VOTE A CHANCE TO BE OUT OE THE ROOM. IE THEY WERE TO 
BE CAUGHT BY SURPRISE IN THE ROOM WHEN A ROLL CALL WAS 
DEMANDED, THEY MIGHT EEEL THEY HAD TO VOTE THE WRONG WAY. 
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4. JOFFE SAID THAT GDI EMBASSY IN WASHINGTON 
WOULD BE WORKING WITH DEPARTMENT ON APPROACHES TO 
CAPITALS, AND REQUESTED OUR COOPERATION HERE IN LOBBYING 
WITH EXBD MEMBERS. PERMDEL RECOMMENDS THAT NO 
APPROACHES BE MADE TO AFRICAN CAPITALS, BUT THAT 
AFRICAN MEMBERS BE DEALT WITH HERE. JOEFE HAD INEOR- 
MATION THAT THE DG HAS TAKEN STEPS TO ENLIST AID OE 

THE AERICAN MEMBERS IN HEADING OEF CONTENTIOUS ACTION 
ON THESE TWO ITEMS, AND THIS IS MORE LIKELY TO PRODUCE 
THE DESIRED RESULTS THAN APPROACHES IN AFRICAN CAPITALS. 

5. RE A ROLL CALL VOTE ON 7.1.6, JOEEE IS PROBABLY 
RIGHT. OP THE COUNTRIES THAT VOTED WITH US IN THE ROLL 
CALL VOTE IN PLENARY ON THE WHO RESOLUTION OF MAY 23, 
SEVEN ARE REPRESENTED ON THE EXBD: AUSTRALIA, BELGIUM, 
PRANCE, ITALY, NORWAY, THE UK AND SWITZERLAND. OF 
THOSE WHO ABSTAINED ON THE WHO VOTE, TWELVE ARE REPRE- 
SENTED ON THE EXBD: BRAZIL, ECUADOR, IVORY COAST, 
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JAPAN, MEXICO, NEPAL, PANAMA, PERU, PHILIPPINES, 

PORTUGAL, ROMANIA AND VENEZUELA. IF THEY MERELY 
MAINTAIN THE SAME PATTERN IN THE UNESCO EXBD VOTES, 

THIS GROUP, PLUS THE UNITED STATES, WOULD GUARANTEE 
THAT THE VOTES WOULD BE NO WORSE THAN THE COMMISSION 
VOTE ON 7. 1 .6 -25 IN FAVOR-. IF THE DG COULD MOVE 
A PEW AERICAN MEMBERS AWAY FROM THE "YES" POSITON THEY 
TOOK IN THE COMMISSION VOTE, THEN TOTAL SUPPORT WOULD 
INDEED BE LOWER. IT IS A GAMBLE, BUT WORTH TRYING. 

6. JOFPE SAID GOI AMBASSADOR EMILE NAJAR WILL RETURN 
TO PARIS SHORTLY, BUT HE PLANS TO MAINTAIN A VERY LOW 
PROFILE. 

7. REQUEST INSTRUCTIONS ON WHETHER OR NOT USDEL SHOULD 
ASK POR A ROLL CALL VOTE ON ITEM 7.1.6 WHEN IT 

ARISES IN PLENARY.
